By a Majority ot Eighty-Eight the Party

Washington, June 6.—(Special.)—By a vote 
of 102 to 17/0 the house this afternoon voted 
down the bill unconditionally repealing the 
ptate bank tax. 

The majority against the bill was 88. Its 
defeat was expected, having been predicted 
in these dispatches for several days. It was 
due to the fact that the northern democrats 
abandoned the plank of democratic 
‘platform. They declined, as they usually 
do, to vote for anything the south is var- 
ticularly interested in, when it is not de- 
cidedly to their interest to do so. 

Amos Cummings, of New York, was one 
of a half dozen northern democrats who 
yoted for the bill. The republicans and pop- 
ulists voted solidly against it. 

Of the opposition of the northern 
crats, Amos Cumming said just after the 
yote was announced: “There is no reason 
on earth why any northern democrat should 
have voted against repealing this tax on 
state banks. ts repeal would not make an 
atom of difference to any of them while it 
would help ithe south. It is in the platform, 
the people expected it and I cap see no rea- 
gon for the democratic vote against it. I 
fear some of our northern democrats -are 
not inclined to aid their southern brethren.” 

As a matter _of fact, Mr. Cummings does 
pot eXpress it strong enough. The average

demo- 


porthern democrat is supremely selfish in 
such matters. But few of them would have 
objected to the passage of the bill, but they 
“were not sufficiently interested in the wel- 
fare of the. south to vote for it. Every 
southern democrat voted for the bill. Out- 
side of these there were hardly more than 
a half dozen favorable votes. Mr. Swanson, 
of Virginia, who has interested himself 
very much in this bill, says unconditional 
repeal is now out of the question, but he 
thinks the vote will bring about some good. 
He thinks now the committee will prepare 
a good banking bill amending the present 
laws by extending their scope in order that 
state banks may issue currency and lend it 
on real estate as well as on other securi- 
ties. 

All the Georgians were present today, 
fad every one of them voted for the bill. 
—. Judge Tarner Urges the Tariff. 

Judge Turner got the floor for thirty min- 
utes and made a very strong appeal for the 
repeal of the state bank tax. 

He contrasted favorably to the first, the 
availability and desirability of state bank 
and national] bank issues of currency. What 
was more vital to the best interests of the 
country, in his opinion, however, was the 
passage of the tariff bill, and he pictured a 
hand impatient to put in motion the ma- 
chinery that would produce an era of pros- 
perity for the country. 

Mr. Meiklejohn, republican, of Nebraska, 
speaking of the probable conditions under 
which state bank issues would be made in 
case the system was rehabilitated, called at- 
tention to a bank law passed by the Geor- 
gia legisiature last December, in expecta- 
tion of the repeal of the state bank tax. 
That law, he said, authorized a bank with 
one-quarter of its capital in national bonds, 
oné-quarter in state, county or municipal 
bonds of the state and one-half in currency, 
to issue, upon the deposit of the bonds with 
the state treasury, notes to the amount of 
three times the security. 

Hall, Its Father, Speaks. 

The suvject was further discussed by Mr. 

Bingham, republican, of Pennsylvania, Mr. 

ll, democrat, of Missouri, Mr. Robinson, 
republican, of Pennsylvania, and Mr. Cock- 
ran, democrat, of New York. The latter 
denounced the national bank currency as 
the worst that could be conceived, and de- 
elared that ‘t ought not be allowed to stand. 

But as lone as it did exist, Mr. Cockran 
said, he «did not- believe in attempting to 
make a tributary system. Believing in the 
Platform’s demand for a repeal of the state 
bank tax, he did* not believe in do‘ng so 
haphazard. Present conditions would have 
‘to be changed before it could be done safely. 

The debate closed at 2:10 o’clock, and a 
vote was taken on the Cox amendment to 
repeal the 10 per cent tax outright. 

The vote was announced as yeas 102, nays 
1%. The announcement was received with 
Slight applause.

Brawley’s Bill Defeated, Too. 

The substitute of the committee on bank- 
ing and currency for the’ driginal Brawley 
b:ll, suspending the operation of the 10 
per cent tax as to the issues of certificates, 
etc., by clearing houses and other organi- 
zations last year, merely changing the verb- 
iage so as to make it more explicit, was de- 
feated on a viva voce vote. Then the origi- 
nal bill was lost. This was the end of the 
ten days’ debate and a result that occa- 
sioned some surprise, and the announcement 
was received amid much confusion and ap- 
plause. 

Tough on Southern Banks. 

The Brawley bill as originally introduced 
in the house contained a preamble setting 
out that whereas certain banking associa- 
tions, for the purpose of relieving the finan- 
cial stringency, have issued what have been 
denominated “clearing house certificates’ 
and other notes and funds of indebtedness 
which were designed and intended to pro- 
vide temporary relief for evils caused by @ 
dearth of currency and which, in many 
cases, have been effectual to prevent greater 
calamities, and, whereas, it has been claim- 
ed that such certificates and notes are sub- 
ject to the tax imposed by law upon all 
notes other than national bank notes, 
therefere, it was proposed to suspend the 
operation of sections 3412 and 3413 of the re- 
vised statutes in regard to all such notes 
issued between August Ist and October ly, 
1:93. Succeeding sections of the statutes im- 
posed upon the commissioner of internal 
revenue the duty of assessing these taxes 
and of collecting additional penalties in the 
case of failure to make returns. The in- 
itiative was taken by the internal revenue 
office for the assessment of a number of 
banks, principally in the southern states, 
who had been less guarded in their issue 
and use of their clearing nouse certificates 
than banks in the east, and had apparently 
committed a technical violation of the law, 
but when appeal was made to congress, these 
proceedings were suspended. 

Mr. Springer, from the banking committee, 
reported the relief bill back, saying ‘the 
committee has carefully considered the 
question involved and being of the opinion 
that the penalties, if legally incident, should 
not be enforced in the present instances, 
recommend that the bill do pass.” 

The defeat of the bill would seem to lay 
the banks once more open to the assess- 
ment of the penalties provided in the law. 

Mr. Cox’s amendment to this bill, which 
was defeated by so decisive a vote, provid- 
ed for the total repeal of the law instead 
of a mere suspension of its provisions. 

No division was taken upon either the 
committee substitute for the Brawley bill 
or upon the original bill. Both were defeat- 
ed upon a viva voce vote.

Washington, June 6.—(Special.)—Senators 
Gordon and Walsh will urge the senate ap- 
propriation committee to attach the Atlanta 
exposition bill to the sundry civil appro- 
priation bill in the form of an amendment.

McKinley Puts Out a Platform Declare 
ing for Bimetallism. 


REMONETIZATION IS  ADVOCATED 


A Bait Intended to Allure Silver 
People to His Standard. 


DENOUNCED 


STATE BANKS ARE 


Ohio Republicans Endorse the McKinley 
Law and Give the Authora Boom. 
Foraker Hasa Boom for Senator. 


Columbus, O., June 6.—When the repub- 
lican state convention met today matters 
went smoothly. S. M. Taylor was renomi- 
nated for secretary of state; no opposi- 
tion. John A. Shanck, of Dayton, was 
nominated for judge, on the third ballot, 
over Chief Justice F. J. Dickman, candidate 
for renomination, and John A. Price. C. 3. 
and O. T. Carson for school 
commissioner. Most of the speeches were 
to the effect that Foraker is the favorite 
for United States senator and McKinley for 
president. 

These are the tariff sections of the plat- 
form: 

“5. We recognize the tariff act of 189, 
known as the McKinley act, as the ablest 
expression of the patriotic principle of pro- 
tection yet enacted, and condemn and de- 
nounce any attempt to repeal or amend it, 
which does not have for its object better 
protection to American labor and Americay 
interests than is secured by it. 

“6. We denounce the unjust and inequita- 
ble tariff measure, known as the Wilson 
bill, and the senate substitute therefore, 
and amendments propesed thereto, as un- 
patriotic, favorable to trusts and sectional 
in their provisions and as subversive of the 
prosperity and happiness of the people of 
the United State. The change from spe- 
cific to ad vaiorem duties would promote 
undervaluation, fraudulent invoices and in- 
crease importations, with a loss of revenue 
to the government of many millions, and 
result in a constantly increasing annual 
déficiency, which it is proposed to meet by 
the resort to such war measures as income 
tax and increased internal duties.’’ 

Sections 7 to 13 denounce the national ad- 
ministration for various sins of commis- 
sion and omission. 

“i4. We favor bimetallism. Silver, as well 
as gold, is one of the great products of the 
United States. Its coinage and its use us 
a circulating medium should be steadily 
maintained and constantiy encouraged by 
the national government, and we advocate 
such a policy as will, by discriminating 
legislation or otherwise, most speedily re- 
store to silver its rightful place as a money 
metal. 

“1d. We denounce the avowed purpose of 
the democratic leaders to restore the era 
of ‘‘wildcat”’ and red dog money by repealing 
the prohibitory 1¢ per cent tax on state 
bank issues. All morey, of whatever kind, 
should be under national and not state con- 
trol.’”’

San Francisco, Cal., June 6.-—-The Claim 
for $15,00¢,00) filed against the Stanford es- 
tata by Attorney General] O!ney, as @ pre 
liminary step to enforce the government’s 
claim againsi the origina! holders of the Cen- 
tra] Pacific grant, has awakened much in- 
terest here. It is now learned that the 
government’s claim was presened on May 
26th but that an attempt was made to keep 
the preceeding secret in order that the 
financial operations of the estate need not 
be embarrassed. 

The late Senator Standford’s estate was 
recently appraised at $17,606,006. Since the 
appraisement heavy obligations have been 
met and it is stated now that the enforce- 
ment of the government claim would practi- 
cally wipe out the estate.

BATTLE OF MINERS. 


By Concerted Movements They Assemble 
and Assault 4 Mine. 


TS = =DEFENDERS  OFEN ‘FIRE 


To This the Strikers Reply with a 
Hail of Bullets. 


SEVERAL ARE SEVERELY WOUNDED 


Some May Die—Scab Miners Are Shut Up 
ina Shaft and May Be Smotb- 
ered to Death. 


Peoria, Ill., June 6.—One dead body, sev- 
eral men on the verge of the grave, a num- 
ber of others seriously injured, $30,600 worth 
of property absolutely destroyed, and many 
homes made desolate was the result of an 
attempt made today by the miners of the 
Peoria district to close the mine operated 
by Little Lros., in Tazewell county, a mile 
or more back of Wesley City. 

Edward Blower, of Bartonville, married, 
was shot in the side of the neck and killed 
instantly. 

James Little, shot twice in the body and 
thought to be fatally injured. 

Peter Little, secretary, shot in the left 
eye and in the right arm; seriously in- 
jured, 

Peter Little, Jr., shot in the left side. 

William Dixon, colored, shot in the right 
arm and through the left shoulder; may 
die. 

Several miners were shot, but they were 
taken away and no one Secure any 
information from them about anything. 

The tragedy was the sequel of the meet- 
ing held at Bartonville the other day, about 
Which there was so much secrecy. No one 
got the faintest inkling of what was done 
at the meeting. Now everybody knows. 
It was decided at that time that the Little 
Bros’. mine must close. There could be no 
equivocation, no quibbling, no half-way 
measure. It must close and remain closed. 

In consequence of the conclusion arrived 
at that meeting about 400 miners started 
out of Bartonville at 1 o’clock this after- 
roon. They came from nearly all the mines 
in the district. Without anything having 
been previously said on the subject, except 
in the utmost secrecy, every man apparent- 


could 


ly came armed. They were desperate and 
were ready to use desperate means to ac- 
complish their desperate ends. 

Sheriff Frederick, of Pekin, Tazewell 
county, having been advised of the trouble, 
went to the mines with a posse. The strik- 
ers crossed the Illinois on boats and were 
met on the side by the sheriff, who com- 
manded the peace and reasoned with them 
in vain. Led by a stalwart miner, with a 
revolver in each hand, crying, ‘Follow 
me!’ they charged -on -the-mine. 

The two Littles and their two sons and a 
colored man retreated into the tower over 
the shaft and opened fire on the besiegers, 
some of whom fell. The tire was returned 
and the men in the tower hoisted a white 
flag for surrender. The firing was hotly 
continued and the tower riddled. The shaft 
Was set on fire and the air shaft closed. 
The crowds fled in dismay, as it was feared 
the powder house would be ignited. 

Later accounts show that of the party 
besieged, John Jackson, a negro was killed, 
and Kd Little was shot in the breast and 
may die. 

There were eight or ten miners in the 
shaft and it is feared all were suffocated. 
Among these are Gus and Fred Moritz and 
John Rockey, 

Ed Blour, one of the attacking party, 
was killed and half a dozen other strikers 
were wounded. It is believed two more 
of the strikers will die. The sheriff and 
posse have returned to Pekin. They were 
unable to handle the mob. The wildest ex- 
citement exists. 


STRIKERS CLOSE WORKS. 


$,000 Men Surround a Tube Manufac- 
turing Plant and Mean Mischief. 


McKeesport, Pa., June 6.—The National 
tube works tonight are surounded by a 
crowd of at least 5,000 strikers and sympa- 
thizers. The men are nervous and anx- 
ious, but in no way desperate. No trouble 
is looked for unless an attempt made 
to start the works. All trains are closely 
watched by the strikers for deputies, but 
as yet no deputies have arrived on the 
scene. 

A proclamation was issued today by the 
mayor inviting all good citizens who ure in 
favor of maintaining law and order in the 
city of McKeesport to assemble at the may- 
or’s office at 7 o’clock this evening and be 
sworn in as special officers, because the 
present conditions demand that the regular 
potice force be assisted in enforcing the 
laws of the city and of the commonwealth.

After 
the tipples were wrecked the crowd get the 
piles of debris on fire. What the object 
was in destroying these tipples is not 
known, as the coal was not supplied to the 
works. ms 

The saloons opened for a while this morn- 
ing, in violation of the mayor’s proclama- 
tion, but were ordered closed. The order 
was obeyed, 

While the strikers are nervous, there is 
no sign of liquor to be noticed among the 
large crowd. 

The tube works officials had intended to 
try and start up in the morning, but, as 
as the strikers are in full control of the 
large pliant, there is not much likelihood 
of an attempt being made to start the 
works until some plan of protection is ar- 
ranged for men willing to enter the plant. 

The reports circulated that the strikers 
had three cannons on the hillside directed 
at the tube works fs untrue. ‘There is but 
one cannon in the city, and that is in 
the possession of the W. Dewees Wood 
Company. 

The tube works officials sent a committee 
around today to look after the men injured 


in Jast night’s riot. The men are all able 


to be about today, and none of them are

OW sais canare that created excitement 
and consideration in McKeesport tonight 
was one to the effect that the coal mine 
from which the city waterworks and the 
electric light plant have been securing coal 
is to be attacked in the morning early with 
the hope of driving the few miners em- 
ployed there away. The mine is located 
within the city limits. If the strikers can 
be successful in closing it, a water famine 
may follow and the city would be left in 
darkness. 

Arrival of Deputies. 

Following the clesing of the Duquesne 
tube works this afternoon the strikers 
raided the Daizell coal mine, from which 
the Duquesne company obtained its fuel. 
The miners were driven away, and the tipple 
badly damaged. Tonight two trains passed 
through, bearing deputies to points up the 
river. 

The cry “the deputies are coming!’ was 
raised. The alarm swept over the crowd 
like a forest fire. The strikers and their 
friends moved like a threatening cloud 
toward the Pittsburg and Lake Erie rail- 
road and extended themselves about twenty 
deep along the tracks for fully half a mile? 

Every window in the train was closed. 
The engine whistled long and loud, the 
strikers swayed back just far enough to 
avoid the danger and the deputies were 
carried through the city at the rate of about 
twenty-five miles an hour. 

At midnight everything is quiet. Groups 
of strikers are stationed in front of the tube 
works plant and every stranger is accosted 
as to the nature of his business. The po- 
lice made but little effort to prevent the 
strikers gathering in crowds. 

Committees of strikers are stationed along 
the river banks and anywhere else where 
deputies would be liable to land. 

Sheriff Richards said positively tonight 
that no deputies had been sent here. If any 
deputies attempt a landing trouble will fol- 
low, as the strikers are determined to pre- 
vent it. 

The sudden stoppage of the artificial gras 
plant in the tube works will probably de- 
stroy the iining of the furnace, causing a 
loss of $150,000. 

The Situation in Ohio. 

Martins Ferry, O., June 6.—About 800 
miners are camped along the Wheeling and 
Lake Erie between Martin's Ferry and Steu- 
benville, and Warrenton and Adena to stop 
coal trains. One hundred miners crossed 
the river todav to tie up coal trains on the 
Pittsburg, McKeesport and Youghiogheny 
railroad. 

Bellaire, O., June 6.—This evening at 3 
o'clock five hundred coal miners from the 
mines along the Baltimore and Onio rail- 
road stopped the second section of a coal 
train and will not allow it to go west. This 
completely blocks the coal traffic on all the 
roads running through eastern Ohio. ‘The 
railroad officials have Sheriff Scott and dep- 
uties on the ground but cannot do anything, 
as the miners are quiet and peaceable. 
Trains were blocked through here to Ben- 
wood, W. Va. 

Canton, O., June 6.—Three companies of 
the Eighth rigiment, Ohio National Guards, 
are under arms here, awaiting the arrival 
of Colonel Gyger and Company K from 
Alliance, and the Akron company. ‘They 
have been called to Bridgeport and leave 
tonight on a special Cleveland, Canton and 
Southern train. 

Columbus, 6.—Governor 
McKinley ordered out 1,200 state 
troops tonight to prevent the 
interference with the operation cf railroad 
trains in eastern Ohio by striking ccal min« 
es, which has been going on for several 
days. The troops called out comprise the 
Kighth, Fourteenth, and seven companies 
of the Seventeenth regiment of infantry and 
battery H, of the First Artillery rigiment. 
The order was given very quietly and the 
movement of the local troops put in action, 
carefully made under the cover of dark- 
ness. The Fourteenth regiment and the bat- 
tery, Which belong here, will leave for the 
east at midnight, going by the Baltimore 
and Ohio on a special train. 

An Engineer Killed. 

Terre Haute, Ind., June 6.—William Barr, 
of this city, one of the oldest and best 
known of Vandalia engincers, was iastantly 
killed this afternoon about 2 o'clock between 
Knightsville and tiarmony by striking 
coal miners. Barr, with William Auster- 
miller, Fireman, was bringing west a spe- 
cial train of sixteen coal cars. Since the 
strike trainmen have been compelled to 
dodge rocks thrown at them by miners on 
almost every run. When the train was be- 
tween Harmony and Knightsville the en- 
gineer and fireman were made the target 
for a number of rocks thrown by a group cf 
strikers. Barr had just dodged one .ock 
and was in the act of rising when he was 
struck back of the ear and instantly killed. 
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Governor Waite and the Sheriff. 

Denver, Col., June 6.—The Cripple Creek 
demonstrations are now conceded to be at 
an end without further loss of life, though 
the property loss has been very heavy. 
For a time today excitement was intense 
over the inability of the local papers to 
obtain news. When it was learned ihat 
the deputies had cut the wires and then 
had made an advance upon ihe strikers 
entrenched on the hiils, the excitement In- 
creased and crowds gathered about the bul- 
letin boards. 

The iong-predicted battle seemed imminent. 
When Governor Waite heard of the advance 
of the deputies, he denounced Sheriff Bow- 
ers’s action as mean, cowardly aiid con- 
temptuous and a flagrant violation of the 
agreement. He took some comfort, how- 
ever, in the reflection that if the deputies 
should attempt to force a fight they would 
get the worst of it, as, in the governor’s 
opinion, the strikers are game fighters. 

Adjutant General Tarsney wired trotn 
Colorado Springs that the militia could not 
get south because of the washouts on all 
the roads, but later in the day arrange- 
ments were made to send the soldiers for- 
ward by transferring to the Colorado Mid- 
land reilway. 

Shortly after 2 o’clock Governor Waite 
received a telegram from Sheriff Bowers 
at Colorado Springs, which read: 

‘| have instructed the commissary to my 
deputies not to leave until General DIrooks 
arrives with the troops. The ueputies will 
follow the troops.”’ 

Private Secretary Lorez telephoned the 
substance of Sheriff Bowers’s statement to 
Alexander McIntosh, who is in Crippie 
Creek representing the miners, and Me- 
Intosh, at once announced that the miners 
would lay down their arms immedintely on 
the arrival of the state troops. 

An uncertainty still exists as to the meth- 
od of procedure on the morrow. The gover- 
nor entertains a most intense dislike for 
Sheriff Bowers and does not propose that 
tie militia shall be under orders from that 
officer. It is his request that the mniilitia 
firsi go upon the hill and see that the 
miners lay down their arms, then depart 
to leave the sheriff to serve nis warrants 
and make arrests. In no event does Gov- 
ernor Waite want the deputies to take part 
in the settlement of the trouble. 

To Investigate and Report. 

Washington, June 6.—The senate tcday 
authorized the appointment of a special 
committee to investigate the prevailing dis- 
tress that is said to exist throughout the 
country and make such report thereon as 
seems best. This is the outgrowth of the 
numerous petitions presented by Senator 
Peffer and Ailen. The vice president later 
in the day appointed the following senators 
to serve as members of this special «cm- 
mittee: Vilas, chairman: Smith, i‘tachburn, 
Gallinger and Patton,

OATES DENIES IT. 


The Colonel Declaras He Never Had This 
Conversation with Mr. Cleveland. 


IT IS LIKE THE LEG-PULLING STORY 


Republicans Are Elated at Their 
Prospects of Success in New York. 


DR. WILLIAM NEPHEW KING IS DEAD 


His Son, Formerly of Savannah, Is Now oy 
President Crespo’s Staff—The City’s 
Police Appears to Be Venal. 


f New York, June 6.—(Special.)—The story 
recenetiy published of an alleged interview 
between President Cleveland and Represen- 
tative Oates, of Alabama, in which the for- 
ner Was represented as saying that he did 
not know what to do respecting the finan- 
cial situation, especially with regard to sil- 
ver, has brought out the following state- 
ment from Mr. Oates with a request for its 
publication: 

“I have not had any conversation with 
the president upon the silver question in 
months, and when I did it was about the 
seigniorage bill, and not as reported.” 

The story ran after this manner: 

A prominent southern lawyer who has 
just returned from Washington said 
this morning: ‘Representative Oates, who 
will soon be governor of Alabama, lately 
had a notable interview with the presi- 
dent. A short time after the representative 
had reached the president’s office and had 
engaged in conversation with him, Mr. 
Cleveland asked Colonel Oates what he 
thought of the best way to bring the coun- 
try out of its financial difficulties. They 
had been speaking of silver and of tne 
ideas of the ‘plenty-of-money’ people. Col- 
onel Oates replied that the subject was a 
most intricate one, and while in a general 
way outlining his views, he confessed to 
the president that he did not know what 
should be done. Mr. Cleveland watched 
him closely as he talked, and, when this 
confession came out the president brought 
his fist down on thetable with a bang 
that shook it from one end to the other 
and said: 

“ “Well, Ub be d—d if I know what te 
do!’ ”’ 

Two Notable Southerners. 


Virginius Dabney, the author of “Dos 
Miff’’ and “Gold that Does Not Glitter,” 
died suddenly from a stroke of apoplexy in 
an “‘L” road station last Friday. He wag 
an alumnus of the University of Virginia, , 
and was for many years a Successful 
teacher in Virginia and New York city, and 
afterwards devoted himself to editorial 
work on New York papers. He served dur- 
ing the war as adjutant general on the 
Staff of General John B. Gordon. He was 
fifty-eight years old. “Don Miff’’ is con- 
sidered by many the most striking pen pic- 
ture ever made of ante-bellum Virginia 
life. Although Mr. Dabney was of a Pres- 
byterlan family, the book severely criticiges 
the alleged Puritanical harshness in old 
school Calvinism. It warmly paints and 
defends life in the old south and has a 
most excoriating criticism on G. W. Cable. 
Professor Dabney, of the University of 
Virginia, is a son ‘of the novelist. 

Dr. William Nephew King, well known in 
New York medical circles for the last fif- 
teen years, died on Sunday evening at his 
home, 214 West Forty-fourth street. He 
leaves a widow, his second wife, and three 
sons, two by his latter marriage and one, 
W. N. King, Jr., the son of his first wife, 
Miss Virginia Way, of Savannah. Dr. 
King’s mother’s family were old Hugue- 
nots, and his father’s ancestors were among 
the first settlers in New England. His 
father and grandfather were pioneers of 
Georgia, where the doctor Was born and 
reared. The King family have been promi- 
nent in the history and romance of the 
south. It bought large tracts of land from 
the Cherokee Indians, and built schools 
and churches and founded charitable in- 
Stitutions. Dr. King, who was one of 
twelve children, graduated from the New 
York College of Physicians and Surgeons 
and then studied surgery for three years 
in Paris. He was a man of scholarly at- 
tainments and was a frequent contributor 
to the medical magazines. He was a 
specialist in the diseases of women and 
children, and did a very large charity 
practice. Early in life he opened an office 
with Dr. Quintard, now bishop of Tennes- 
see. His son, W. N. King, Jr., was forme 
erly @ newspaper man in this city, but is 
now on the staff of President Crespo, of 
Venezuela. 

Political Gossip. : 

Mr. Einstein, who ran for mayor against 
Gilroy, predicts a republican triumph. 

“It is a revolution,” was his answer to a 
query regarding the situation in the Em- 
pire State. “I have never seen anything 
like it. It would not be the least bit of 
a surprise if the republicans carried New 
York state by 200,000 majority this fall. 
There is absolutely no way for the demo- 
crats to escape crushing defeat, and they 
know it.

The Bankers Express Their Sentiments 
About the Action of Congress, 


SOME OF THEM USE STRONG TERMS 


The Failure to Pass the Bill Is 
Called an’ Outrage. 


TESTED P 


WILL THE LAW BE 


Many Think That the Bankers Will Re- 
sist the Collection of the Tax and Will 
Give the Law a Test in tbe Courts, 


The action of congress in refusing to pass 
the Brawley bill was very generally dis- 
cussed among the local and visiting 
bankers and the consensus of opinion as it 
found expression was anything but approv- 
ing in its nature. 

The Brawley bill provides for relief to 
those banks and clearing house associations 
of the south which had, in order to tide 
over the troubles of last summer, to issue 
clearing house certificates. It was a meas- 
ure designed purely to relieve the bankers 
who, in order to keep alive, had iast sum- 
mer to provide a local currency for the 
transaction of business among themselves 
and to a limited extent for the general 
business of the different cities. 

In New York these certificates were is- 
gued, but a distinction seems to be mede 
between the New York certificates and 
those of Atlanta, for instance, in that the 
New York banks’ claim that they used 
theirs simply to meet clearances among 
themselves and that their certificates were 
not used in outside business transacticns. 
Here in the south the situation is diftesent. 
The money was all in New York and the 
other money centers and the banks in self- 
defense were compelled .o furnish ihe tem- 
porary currency. The New York banks, it 
seems, have been held .o Le exempt trom 
the 10 per cent tax on siate bank issues, 
While the Georsia and other southern 
banks are not so exempt, 

Some time ago the commissioner of in- 
ternal revenue ordered a collection of the 
10 per cent tax on all of these alearing 
house certificates. His decision wus wup- 
held by the attorney general. I: was so 
manifestly unjust to make these banksy pay 
that 10 per cent tax in view of ali the 
circumstances, that the bill exempiing 
them from all these tuxes vas introduced 
in the house by Congressman Lrauwley, of 
South Carolina. 

The general expectation was that the 
bill would go through without any oppo- 
Sition to amount to anything, but now 
comes the news from Washington to the 
effect that the eastern men, by standing 
aimost solidly together, defeated that bill. 

And in defeating the bill repealing the 
law law imposing the 10 per cent tax on 
state banks congress puts itself clearly on 
record. 

In view of all the circumstances it is no 
wonder then that the bankers of the south 
feel very much disappointed at the action 
Which congress took yesterday. 

Some Bankers Talk. 

“It is simply an outrage,”’ said Celonel 
R. F. Maddox, president of the Ma¢dox- 
Rucker Banking Company, last evening. 
“I can’t believe that congress is going to 
try to force us to pay that tax. It cer- 
tanly seems to me that in refusing to pass 
that bill, which is so manifestly fair, con- 
gress has done a very small thing indeed. 
I really have not been able to bring my- 
self to believe that congress bas taken 
final action in the matter. I don’t see how 
any fair men Gt all could refuse us that 
relief. It is not a very great matter in 
itself, but it shows very plainly the atti- 
tude of congress on this subject of staie 
banks. We might just as well make up 
our minds now that we .re not going to 
have favorable state tank legislation from 
this congress.”’ 

Captain J. W. English, »resident of the 
American Trust and Banking Company, 
said: “It just shows that those fellows in 
the east are against us in all that they do. 
The north and east have ail the money 
they want and they do not intend to give 
us in the south even a wi'te mans chance 
to relieve ourselves from the burden put 
upon us by the present timnincial system, 
It seems very small in congress ty refuse 
to pass that bill. So far as its practical 
effect is concerned I do not ece how we 
can be harmed to any particular extent 
by that action, but it shows that those 
fellows don’t propose to give us anything 
like a fair chance.” 

“It is simply outrageous; no other words 
Bo completely express my feelings,” said 
Mr. Jacob Haas, cashier of the Capital 
City bank. “I must say that so far as I 
@m concerned the action of congress was 
unsuspected. I had no idea that such a

thing, but it is an absurd step for congress 
to take. There is no real distinction be- 
tween the certificates issued by: the New 
York banks to meet the clearings and 
those issuegd by our banks to fac‘litate busi- 
ness and to stimulate it. If the tax is 
pressed it will not amount to any more 
than a fine of $300 or $400 upon the Atlanta 
clearing house, and I for one had rather 
spend $3,0@ in securing a test of the law 
before the supreme court than to pay the 
$300 or more which might be demanded of 
us. I would like nothing better than to 
see that law tested, for I believe that the 
Supreme court would hold it unconstitu- 
tional. Yes,’ he added in conclusion, “the 
action of the house is nothing else shan 
outrageous.’’ 

Mr. T. B. Neal, president of the Neal 
Banking Company, said: “Of course I Jo 
not know whether they will attempt to en- 
force the law providing for a 10 per cent 
tax on state bank issues, but ff they do 
there will undoubtedly be a test Of the con- 
stitutionality of that law. I am very much 
disappointed in what congress has pretend- 
ed to do, and I certainly hope that a square 
out fight will be made and the constitu- 
tionality of that law will be tested.”’ 

Mr. W. L. Peel, of the Maddox-Rucker 
Compeny, talked at some length on the 
fubject of testing the constitutionality of 
the law. He pointed out that it would not 
cost any one bank much tuo test the law and 
he believed that this would undouftedly 
be done. He said that he was uot very 
much surprised in what congress has done, 
as he had expected unfavorabie lesislation 
cn ali questions in which state banks were 
interested. 

Congressman Brawley, who intreduced 
the bill in the house and was its father, is 
now a federal judye in South Carolina. It 
is likely that the first test of the law’s con- 
Stitutionality will be brought before him. 

It Was for a Good Cause. 

“Here’s the point about that clearing 
house certificate issue made by the Atluuta 
banks last year,’ said Mr. W. A. Herny hill, 
president of the Atlanta Trust and Bank- 
ing Company. “It was done for the best of 
causes. The barks here did not issue the 
clearing house certificates for the purpose 
of speculation or making money in thelr 
business. They issued them on a request 
of the citizens of this town. There was a 
meeting of the Chamber of Commerce of 
Atianta and at this meeting the ieading 
business men of the town asked that the 
banks increase their currency by issuing 
clearing house certificates. 1t was thus 
done for the people—tor the masses. 

“Now, then, I don’t think it is auything 
like fairness for the national congress to 
make the banks of the south that had to 
do this in order to avert a money punic 
pay taxes on the issu2 they made. It is 
wrong. The people had to have some sort 
of currency. They called upon ihe banks 
to help them out of their trouble and tbat 
was what the banks did. The banks or 
New York had issued certificates ana were 
using them in their daily settlements witha 
each other, so what was the wrong of the 
Atlanta banks doing the same thing? Very 
few of the certificates ever got out of At- 
lanta and it was a sort of home-mace 


| money that was simply the salvation of 


many an industry. it was for a worthy 
cause and congress could do no better than 
to pass laws that benefit the peuple hali as 
much as the certificates benellied them. 
Just as the certificates were issued in At- 
Inta they were issued in other towns. It 
was the only hope the southern towns had 
in the cloudy days of last year’s panic. J 
am surprised that congress should reiuse 
to pass a bill providing:for the rclease of 
southern banks from taxation on the cer- 
tificates.”’ 
Why Not New York, Then? 

“It is all very strange to me,’’ said Bank- 
er J. J. C. McMahn, of the Athens Kx- 
change bank, speaking of the defeat of the 
Brawley bill in congress. ‘I cannot under- 
stand why congress should allow the banks 
of the south to be taxed when they let the 
banks of New York go free, when the banks 
of New York were the first to issue certili- 
cates. It is true that the New York banks 
claimed to use it only among themselves 
for daily settlements, but I Know that they 
allowed them to be handled pretty slyly 
now and then by men who wanted to make 
deposits and draw certified checks. 1 was 
in New York myself and had several in- 
stances to come to my view that showed 


that the New York banks were really hay- | 


ing all the benefit out of the certificates 
that we were having. 

“I consider it a shocking piece of legisla- 
tion for congress to tax the banks of the 
south that issued clearing house certificates 
as a bridge to, land them over the hard 
times. It was the only thing left for them 
to do. But, why shouldn’t they tax New 
York banks, too, if this is a matter of tax- 
ation?” 

Mr. Bob Render, of the Greenville bank, 
who was, for a time, one of the leading 
members of the Georgia house of represen- 
tatives, spoke with considerable feeling over 
the reports that came from Washington 
with reference to the defeat of the Prawley 
bill. He said that while his bank did not 
have to issue clearing house certificates he 
thought that the banks that did have it to 
do were fully justified by the facts in ihe 
case, and that he was sure the consre3s- 
men could not have been thinking of the 
great benefits that had been given the peo- 
ple when they decided to tax the banks for 
the issue they had made as a temporary 
increase of their local currency. 

Mr. C. C. Sanders,president of the Caiues- 
ville bank, said he thought it very wrong 
for congress to leave it open for the south- 
ern banks to.be taxed on this account. He 
said that while he did not have tod issue any 
certificates and was in no way mixed up in 
it he saw the great benefits that came from 
it. He felt it in his business, although he 
had not issued any of the currency. 

He Had It to Do. 

“TI plead guilty to having issued tie staff,”’ 
said Banker Boyd, of Griffin. “I had it to 
do because the people wanted the relief it 
gave. I saw that the only way for the 
bank to do its duty to its patrons and :ave 
them and itself from the dreadful pressure 
of the panic was to issue certificates. Wwe 
didn’t have to gz0 very deep, howe/-:r, and 
only issued $22,000 of it when the times be- 
gan to get easy there in Griffin, and before 
long we had it all back again and were 
bridged over the chasm. It was the only 
thing we could have done and given our pat- 
rons what they wanted. lam of the opinion 
that congress had very little to do to fe 
taxing southern banks on this currency 
that was so useful to them at the time and 
was out such a short time and used solely 
as a local makeshift. It is wrong.”’ 

Mr. L. J. Render, of the Bank of La- 
Grange, one of the most prominent bankers 
in that region of country, said he thought 
it was a direct stab at the people ef the 
south for congress to stoop to such an act 
as taxing the banks of the south that had 
risked themselves for the people’s god. 
The certificates had been the salvation of 
the cities of the south, had helped many 
a little bank out of-the greater cities along 
over the hard times, and had done any 
amount of good for the people generally 
who are. benefited by banks. ‘‘Now then,” 
said he, “what a shot it is from congress at 
a time such as last year brought to the

terday afternoon. It's a fact that he had ’ 


but few chances, but every one of them 
was of the fireworks order and every one 
was handled cleanly, very few of the cheer- 
ing crowd thinking for one instant, how- 
ever, of the hard work and the quick, but 
short pains the little shortstop endured. 

One of his plays was more brilliant than 
anything that has been seen on the At- 
lanta grounds in years. 

In the first inning, after O’Brien, whe had 
got his first on balls, had stolen second 
and was on third, where Works's single had 
sent him, Works attempted to steal second, 
the play being for O’Brien to plate on the 
throw down.

Long is not unknown to Atlanta lovers of 
the game by a great deal, and his work up 
to the eighth inning was of that same 
bright character he showed when he was 
here before. One catch by him in the sec- 
ond of a long high fly was a most marveli- 
ous piece of work. At the bat, however, he 
was away below his old-time form. 

Blake, the new man, is just as much like 
Boland in size and appearance as two men 
can be. He made a fine impression in the 
field and his work would have been perfect 
but for his miserable error in the eighth, 
the same inning in which Long made his 
error and when the game was lost to At- 
lanta. Some of his work was excellent, 
and that he is a great fielder none who saw 
him work have the slightest doubt. At the 
bat, however, he was like Long, a ncn- 
producer, but it must be taken into consid- 
eration that it was his first appearance 
before a home crowd, and that he was nat- 
urally nervous somewhat. The rest of the 
team is known to the Atlanta spectators, 
but the work each one of them did was 
away above anything they have done this 
year. Chard’s pitching, except in the 
fourth, when he seemed to lose his head, 
was of the finest character, He put the -all 
right over the plate, and when the Nash- 
ville batters were able to hit it Chard 
found a support so perfect and complete 
that he was as well pleased as though he 
had made a strike out. In the fifth he al- 
lowed two weak singles, which, aided by 
two bases on balis and hitting two men, 
gave the Nashville team four runs, and 
those four runs tied the score. 

Those who saw the game are pleased 
with the team, and there are but two or 
three suggestions that even the most de- 
vout fan could now make to Manager Sul- 
livan. He needs a good clean, hard-hitting 
infielder or two and then he will be in the 
game right along, provided, of course, he 
finds another good pitcher.

Heard, Troup and Hall Speak Ont on 
the Financial Issue, 


THERE ARE MILLIONS OF PATRIOTS 


The Honesty and Patriotism of the People 
Are Endorsed—Platform Democrats De- 
mand That Pledges Be Redeemed. 


Franklin, Ga., June 6.—(Special.)—Yester- 
day was a big day in Franklin. It was the 
day appointed to let the contract for build- 
ing the magnificent new courthouse on the 
plans and specifications submitted by 
Messrs. Bruce & Morgan, of Atlanta. There 
was quite a number of bidders but the suc- 
cessful one was Mr. Fred Wagener, of At- 
lanta. The house will cost some $18,000, and 
will be a model of convenient arrangement 
within, as well as of beautiful architec- 
ture without. 

The democrats of the county held a mass 
meeting at 10 o’clock. The meeting was one 
of the most enthusiastic ever held in the 
county, and was largely_attended. The ob- 
ject of the meeting was to decide on a line 
of campaign for the year. Primaries were 
ordered for the election of delegates to the 
convention. The primary for gubernatorial 
delegates will occur Tuesday next, June 
2th. Delegates to the congressional con- 
vention: will be selected by primaries on 
July 25th, when ail county officers will also 
be nominated. 

No Goldbugism in Theirs. 

The convention was perfectly and remark- 
ably harmonious until a resolution was 
read, endorsing The Atlanta Journal] as 
soundly democratic. That fell like a bomb 
in the camp. When Sécretary McCutchen 
read it the words had scarceiy died on his 
lips before several stanch old democrats 
were up en their feet demanding the recog- 
nition of tae chair. 

Professor E. CC. Mobley, of Corinth, was 
recognized, and gave a ringing speech in 
opposition to the resolution. He moved a 
substitute, re-enuorsing the Chicago plat- 
form, and every sentence cf his eloquent 
arraignment of the gold monometallic policy 
was vociferously cheered, showing very con- 
clusively how the leading democrats of the 
county stand on this important plank of the 
vlatform. The substitute was carried al- 
most unanimously in spite of the opposition 
of ex-Senators Whitaker and Jackson, 

Congressman Moses was endorsed amid 
loud cheers, and the county will give him 
an overwhelming majority in the coming 
primary.

TROUP DEMANDS FREE SILVER. 


HKinging Resolutions Adopted by the 
Democrats Calling for Relief. 
LaGrange, Ga,, June 6.—(Special.)—The 
democratic mass meeting held here yester- 

day was full of enthusiasm. 

A resolution was adopted endorsing A. O. 
Bacon for the United States senate. 

The following resolutions introduced by 
Colonel I. M. Lonley endorsing the presi- 
dent’s patriotism, but differing with him 
emphatically on his financial policy, were 
adopted by a good majority, although there 
Wus Opposition to them: 

“We, the democracy ef Troup county, in 
mass meeting declare our fealty to the 
principles of the party as formulaied by 
Jefferson, Madison, Jackson and other dis- 
tinguished leaders, and believe our institu- 
perpetuated only by adhesion 
to these great doctrines. We believe a 
party platform to be a solemn covenant 
with the people who adopt its declaration 
of principies and the .construction placed 
thereon by pariy leaders and accepted by 
the-voters should be hebd conclusive. We 
believe the financial plank in the demo- 
cratic platform adopted in 1892 means the 
free bimetallic coinage of both gold and 
silver as the standard money of the country, 
either by act of congress or international 
agreeinent, and as the latter seems to have 
been abandoned it is the duty of our na- 
tional legislature to adopt the former and 
thus restore the bimetallic standard as it 
existed for more than eighty years prior to 
the demonetization of the standard silver 
dollar in 1873, regardless of what other na- 
tions may do. The platform demands the 
repeal of the 10 per cent tax on state banks, 
and we believe the president should com- 
mend this measure to congress and urge its 
adoption, > 

‘Resolved, That we endorse the action of 
the president and democratic congress in 
the repeal of the federal election laws and 
we commend.their efforts as far as they 
have gone on the tariff legislation de- 
Manded by the platform. 

“Resolved, That we believe in the hon- 
esty and ‘patriotism of the president, just 
like we believe in the honesty and patriot- 
ism of the millions of wise democrats who 
have taken issue with him. We do not en- 
dorse that. part of the financial policy of 
the administration resulting in a repeal of 
the purchasing clause of the Sherman law 
without substitute legislation. We do not 
endorse: his .veto of the seigniorage bill, 
Neither do we endorse the issue of interest- 
bearing bonds: instead of such contraction 
we demand an expansion of the currency 
commensurate with the wants of this great 
country and its millions of burdened free- 
men. 

“Resolved, That we heartily endorse the 
honest, wise and clean administration of 
Governor Northen and the statehouse offi- 
cers as worthy of commendation.” 


HALL ENDORSES CANDLER. 


The Delegates Will Vote for Evans 
and the Statehouse Officers. 
June 6.—(Special.)—The 
democracy of Hall county met in mass 
meeting vesterday. Hon. Allen D. Candler 
was elected chairman and Lester D. Puck- 

ett was requested to act as secretary. 

The following resolutions were unanimous- 
ly adopted: 

“Resolved, That the democracy of Hall

An Alabama Manufactorer- Says That 
the South Can Stand It. 


OUR TRADE IS GROWING STEADILY 


Mr. Smith Is Not Agitated at the Removal 
of the Duty~—Southern Lumber 
Sold in Canada. 


Montgomery, Ala., June 6.—(Special.)—Mr. 
Ross C. Smith, of Birmingham, Ala., who Is 
largely interested in the manufacture of 
lumber in Alabama and Georgia, passed 
through the city yesterday en route to some 
of his mills in south Georgia. A Consti- 
tition representative obtained from him 
some statistics which should be very en- 
couraging to those engaged in the lumber 
business in the south. 

It is belieVed by many that placing lum- 
ber on the free list will materially injure 
the south’s lumber interest. Mr. Smith is 
of the opinion that it will not, and in sup- 
port of this gives some convincing figures. 

“When the question was first introduced 
in congress of placing lumber on the free 
list,” said Mr. Smith, “I was very much 
interested in seeing the bill defeated, but 
affer investigating the question, I became 
thoroughly convinced that southern lum- 
bermen had no plausible grounds upon 
which to ask for protection, unless it be 
on the undemocratic principle that as long 
as other industries ask for protection we 
should make similar requests. Lumber is 
today being shipped from the south to 
Quebec, Montreal and other Canadian 
points. During the year 1893 there were 
over five hundred vessels containing nearly 
four hundred million feet of yellow pine 
shipped from Pensacola, Fla., to England, 
Scotland, Ireland, Holland, France, Ger- 
many, Italy, Portugal, Austria, Belgium, 
Denmark, Switzerland, Africa, Argentine 
tepublic, Central America, Mexico, Nassau 
and Cuba. 

‘‘In addition to these shipments from Pen- 
sacola, other ports, like Mobile, Apalachi- 
cola, Fernandina, Jacksonville, Brunswick 
and Savannah, made shipments of like 
magnitude. From this it will be seen that 
we are addressing the markets of the world, 
and if Canada is so much to be dreaded, 
why does she not interfere with out foreign 
shipments, where she is not restricted by 
any duties? The demand for southern pine 
for railroad purposes has assumed great 
proportions in the last few years. I know 
of several railroads which operate many 
thousand miles of road through the great 
lumbering states of Wisconsin and Min- 
nesota that are today buying the bulk of 
their car timber in the south. 

“Lumber shipments from the south are 
annually increasing, and inasmuch as the 
transportation lines base their freight rates 
on the volume of business, then, as the 
volume of business increases, freights will, 
in conseauence, be reduced. Canada cannot 
compete with us in the markets bordering 
the lakes on car sills and bridge timbers, 
for the reason that its lumber is inferior 
to ours as to strength, but can compete 
in flooring and cheap building material, and 
1 believe that at jno distant day the 
freight rates will be reduced to western 
markets on this class of lumber to such an 
extent that we will completely run out of 
our markets any invaders. If congress will 
Only settle the tariff question and decline 

granting an audience to every committee 
that comes before it asking for protection,we 
will enjoy more prosperous times from the 
day such deiinite steps are taken. It is the 
ardent request of a suffering business na- 
tion that they settle that tariff on democrat- 
ic lines and adjourn.’’

Relief Refused. 

Another pledge of the democratic plat- 
form was made the victim of the potent 
combination of republicans and _ the 
democratic minority which, in absolute 
disregard of the party’s solemn obliga- 
tions, is defeating one by one the demo- 
cratic pledges for financial relief and 
darkening democratic hope of obtaining 
relief through the enactment into law 
of the financial pledges of the party’s 
platform. | 

The house yesterday defeated the pro- 
posed repeal of the prohibitory 10 per 
cent tax on state bank issues, and fur- 
ther than that it defeated the bill which 
had as its purpose the relief from taxa- 
tion of the bank certificates issued last 
year as a means of averting business 
collapse during the panic of the sum- 
mer, 

Of the defeat of the platform pledge, 
the said the better. There is no 
question of doubt or uncertainty as to 
what it meant, and even its opponents 
could find no further justification of the 
desertion of the platform than the 
declaration that they “do not consider 
themselves bound by the ‘ipse dixit’ of 
a convention.” 

But the, defeat of the Brawley Dill 
will be recelved with mingled surprise 
and indignation. This measure was in-, 
troduced in the lower house to relieve 
from the operations of the 10 per cent 
tax those banks that issued clearing 
house certificates during the panic last 
summer. The issue of these certificates 
was a measure of safety made absolute- 
ly necessary by the money stringency in 
this section, and if some such measure 
of relief had not been adopted here, 
the business of this section would have 
gone to pieces with a crash and this 
whole section would have been ruined. 

But the southern banks issued their 
clearing house certificates, and those 
certificates entered into business and 
averted the collapse that threatened. 
The issue was absolutely demanded by 
the emergency of the hour, as most of 
the available money in the south had 
been drawn to the eastern centers. The 
new crop of cotton was to be moved, 
and there was no currency to move it. 
The daily routine of business was to 
be carried on, and there was no money 
to carry it on. In Atlanta, as in other 
southern cities, the pressure was ex- 
treme. The emergency had to be met 
and the southern banks met it by issu- 
ing clearing house certificates, and this 
enabled the business men of this section 
to avert the threatened collapse. 

The issue of these clearing house cer- 
tificates was, of course, a technical vio- 
lation of an unjust law. They were 
liable to the 10 per cent tax imposed 
on notes other than those of national 
banks. But they were not essentially 
different in that respect from the clear- 
ing house certificates of the New York 
banks. The metropolitan banks claim 
that their certificates are used only 
among the banks themselves. But that 
fact doesn’t alter the character of the 
transaction. Millions of them were is- 
sued, and they had the full money func- 
tion in the uses to which the banks 
put them. There is practically no dif- 
ference between a draft or a certificate, 
or a note used between banks and a 
note or a certificate used among indi- 
viduals. 

But in this congress, eastern inter- 
ests and eastern banks have the upper 
hand. Their certificates go without 
taxation. Ours must be taxed. The 
eastern banks, issuing more than a hun- 
dred millions of clearing house certifi- 
cates, will escape the penalty of the 
law and the southern banks will have to 
pay it. The eastern banks issued the 
certificates for the purpose of hoarding 
their money the more securely; the 
Southern banks issued them to avert a 
crash from which the people of this 
section would not have recovered’ for 
years. 

The situation is bad enough now, but 
it would have been many degrees worse 
if the southern banks had not come to 
the rescue. The Atlanta banks were 
especially forward in this matter. They 
were quick to realize the nature of the 
emergency and ptompt to meet it. For 
their readiness they have the gratitude 
of our business men and the public 
generally, and it is to be regretted that 
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over the almost solid protest of the 
southern members the banks of the 
south are to be mulcted for coming to 
the rescue of the business community 
instead of confining their measures of 
relief to their own circle, as the eastern 
banks did. 

While there were some doubts as to 
the passage of the bill to repeal the 10 
per cent tax, which was proposed as a 
rider to the Brawley bill, no one out- 
side of congress ever suspected that op- 
position would develop ta the Brawley 
bill itself. 

The defeat of the Brawley bill has 
a political significance that will bear 
discussion later on. For the moment, 
we content ourselves by suggesting to 
our bankers to bear well in mind the 
fact that they have been wounded by 
the same knife that has crippled the 
business intersts of the country. 


Mr. Watson’s Campaign. 

We doubt very much whether the 
speech of Hon. Thomas E. Watson, de- 
livered at Marietta last Tuesday, will 
prove to be a very inspiring utterance to 
those who are inclined to take the third 
party route to reform because of the 


apparent failure of the democratic con-, 


gress to redeem the platform pledges 
as promptly as the people had hoped 
and expected. No doubt Mr. Watson 
would have made an inspiring deliver- 
ance if he could. He is a very able man 
and an attractive speaker, and if there 
were anything in the movement which 
he is the acknowledged head of to stir 
the people and to arouse their enthusi- 
asm, there is no doubt that he would 
have brought it out in this his first 
campaign speech since the third party 
convention. 

But the truth is, 
self discussing the 
vital questions of 


when he finds him- 
broadest and most 
the hour, such as 
financial relief and tariff reform, he is 
compelled to admit that the democratic 
masses go just as far as the third party 
leaders. He is compelled to admit, too, 
that the democratic organization, not- 
withstanding the fact that its policy 
has been scoteched in Washington for 
the time being, presents the only hope 
that the people have of carrying out 
the great economic reforms that their 
best interests demand. 

Therefore we find Mr. Watson, in- 
stead of dwelling on these great re- 
forms and presenting them in their true 
light, discussing the trivialities of the 
hour, the small swindles and extrava- 
gances that will disappear when the 
democratic party sends men to Wash- 
ington who will redeem its platform 
pledges and carry out the will of the 
people regardless of sectional lines and 
sectional interests. This is the natural 
and inevitable outcome of the move- 
ment which Mr. Watson is leading in 
Georgia. 

It has been demonstrated anew and 
with startling emphasis during the past 
few months that the only hope for the 
people lies in the essentials set forth 
in the Chicago platform—in the redemp- 
tion of the pledges therein made. The 
halt that has been called in democratic 
policy in Washington unfortunate 
enough. All, true democrats have pro- 
tested against it, And will continue to 
protest against it as long as there is 
any hope that congress can be induced 
to do its duty. But if congress, through 
the intervention of eastern interests, 
made temporarily powerful by the coa- 
lition of eastern republicans and dem- 
ocrats, fails utterly to carry out any of 
the vital pledges of the democratic plat- 
form, the remedy is not to be found in 
the demoralization of the party nor 
in the disintegration of the organiza- 
tion. It is to be found only in the re- 
newed determination of the people— 
the true democrats of the seuth—to 
stand more solidly together than ever 
in behalf of the vital interests they have 
at stake and to use their influence at 
the ballot box and in conventions, coun- 
ty, state and national, to place in office 
men who have a just appreciation of 
the responsibilities they owe fo the 
party and to the people—men who will 
fearlessly carry out the principles to 
which they have pledged themselves. 

When Mr. Watson undertakes to dis- 
cuss the essential reforms demanded 
by the people he finds himself on the 
democratic platform. All that he can 
say is that the men chosen by the party 
to carry out the pledges to the people 
have thus far failed to meet popular 
expectation and desire. We need not 
go into any explanation of this failure. 
Every intelligent democrat understands 
it, and every person capable of a serious 
thought knows that the democratic 
organization is not responsible for it. 

We have no doubt that Mr. Watson 
laughs in his sleeve when he tells the 
audiences that assemble to hear him 
that the democratic party is no longer 
to be trusted for the reason that, al- 
though it is in full control of the gov- 
ernment, it has failed to put in opera- 
tion the specific reforms demanded by 
the platform. For the very men to 
whom his appeals are made either were 
or are part of the democratic party, 
and are just as responsible for the fail- 
ure to redeem the platform pledges as 
any part of the organization. 

But the remedy is not to be found in 
a new party. It is to be found in the 
democratic party. Mr. Watson would 
not tell his followers to abandon their 
houses because their cooks failed to pre- 
pare their meals, or to desert their 
farms because their hired men failed to 
do their duty. But he advises them to 
venture on an experiment quite as fool- 
ish when he tells them to abandon the 
democratic party because there has been 
a failure in Washington to carry out 
the pledges of the Chicago platform. 

What Mr. Watson really asks the peo- 
ple to do is to weaken the democratic 
organization and divide it so as to give 
the eastern coalition the right of way 
in national legislation for years to come. 
There can be no other outcome if Mr. 
Watson should succeed in making a 
serious impression on the voters of the 
state. But if the people fully realized 
the intereqts they have ‘at stake —if 
they really appreciate the momentous 
character of the issues at stake—they 
will cling to the democratic party at 
all hazards.

| Not Mr. Watson nor any other per- 


| son in all this land is more sincerely 
devoted to the true interests of the peo- 
ple, or more eager to put in operation 
the reforms the people demand than 
The Constitution. This has been so 
cleafiy shown that it is hardly neces- 
sary to make the statement. But The 
Constitution can most earhestly say to 
those who are looking away from the 
democratic party for a remedy for the 
ills of the hour that they are engaging 
in an experiment that will prove fatal 
to their hopes and destructive to their 
dearest interests. 


Congress and the Exposition. 

The Savannah News thinks it strange 
that the chief opposition to an appro- 
priation of $200,000 for a government 
exhibit at the Atlanta exposition should 
come from the south. In the course 
of an able editorial in favor of gov- 
ernment aid it says: 

Those of the committee who supported 
the appropriation ‘were from Maine, Nei 
York, Massachusetts, Georgia and Lilinois, 
while those who opposed it were from 
Texas, Tennessee and Indiana. This is a 
rather remarkable condition of affairs. If 
northern members of the committee had 
objected to the appropriation, it might 
have been said they were influenced by 
hostility to the south, but it is hardly pos- 
sible that the attitude of the southern com- 
mitteemen is due to jealousy of Atlanta. 

The argument against the appropriation 
is that the times are hard and that the 
condition of the treasury is not such as to 
justify such an appropriation. It is further 
urged that the exposition comes too soon 
after the world’s fair. The first argument 
is not a tenable one. The amount asked 
for is not large, and that is a good reason 
for thinking that before the money from 
the government will be needed _ the 
condition of the treasury will be great- 
ly improved. There is no doubt that as 
soon as the tariff bill is disposed of there 
will be an immense increase in the revenues, 
and instead of being a deficit there will be 
a surplus, 

It is true the Atlanta fair follows close 
after the world’s fair. Its success would be 
greater, doubtless, if the date of it were 
three years hence, instead of one, but that 
is not now a debatable question. The time 
has been fixed and the thing to de now is 
to make it a success. 

This is on the right line and is just 
What we expected. When the appro- 
priation of $3,000,000 for the improve- 
ment of Savannah’s river and harbor 
was under discussion The Constitution 
heartily advoeated it, and Atlanta felt 
a deep interest in the success of her 
sister city in securing the appropria- 
tion, and the passage of the bill was 
very gratifying to our people. 

Augusta, like Savannah, is standing 
by Atlanta and working for the exposi- 
tion, The Chronicle has the following: 

It is to be hoped the bill will be passed. 
The recognition of the enterprise by the 
government at once gives it a national 
character, which nothing else can, and hav- 
ing the stamp of our own government's ap- 
proval, the representatives of the exposi- 
tion can solicit exhibits from other govern- 
ments in South America with assurance. 
As the time before the exposition is com- 
paratively Short, it is to be hoped the bill 
will not meet with unnecessary delay in 
the house or senate. 

We could fill columns with similar ex- 


from southern newspapers 
and boards of trade, and if any south- 
ern congressmen feel disposed to vote 
against the appropriation their con- 
stituents will wonder what mysterious 
process of reasoning can possibly make 
them so generous, when the north asks 
for hundreds of millions of dollars for 
naval matters and fortifica- 
tions, and so picayunish when the south 
needs a few dollars for something that 
will benefit the entire nation. 

But we are not yet prepared to be- 
li¢éve that the congressmen from the 
south will go aginst the wishes and the 
interests of their own people when the 
exposition bill comes to a vote.

Very Like Civil War.

It is estimated that American tour- 
ists spend $1,000,000 in gold every year 
in Eurepe.

So long as Europe’ continues to do 
business at the old stand our dollars 
will travel in that direction, unless we 
have a revival of patriotism and make it 
fashionable to live at home and patron- 
ize home manufacturers, merchants and 
producers. 


EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


The St. Louis Republic, speaking of Dr. 
Cave’s confederate speech at Richmond, 
says: “The indignant declarations of such 
newspapers as The Louisville Courier-Jour- 
nal and The Atlanta Journal that Dr. Cave 
did not represent the true spirit and argu- 
ment of the south in his speech is the veri- 
est- tommyrot. The south did not go to 
war for fun or for a mere sentiment, and 
yr. Cave came very near to presenting 
the truth of history. The Republic has 
seen proper to criticise his opinion of the 
results of that war, and some of his as- 
sumptions, but it has not been weak 
enough or silly enough to question the 
facts of the long ante-bellum_ contest 
which he so eloquently presented as part of 
the reasons why there was a war.” 


“Tt is wonderful how slightly regard for 
health controls most people where fashion 
is concerned,” remarks Dr. C. T. Samuels, 
an eminent New York specialist. “The 
familiar saying, ‘Better out of life than out 
of fashion,’ is in some sort freely acied 
upon. Life is knowingly risked at the bid- 
ding of the modern goddess whose despotic 
sway no god of antiquity ever equaled. 
The worst of these fashionable evils is 
tight lacing, which has become very prev- 
alent among American women. Nature 
has packed the space inclosed by the ribs 
to its fullest possible extent, and it can 
be diminished only at the expense of the 
heart, lungs and liver, as well as the other 
organs. In consequence of contraction of 
the lower part of the chest, the liver is 
compressed from side to side and a circular 
furrow or depression is produced which is 
sometimes made so deep as almost to di- 
vide the organ into two parts. I have 
known of four cases during the last two 
years where the wasting at the furrow 
went on until the parts of the liver were 
connected merely by a membranous band.’’ 


The colored people of Kentucky are much 
elated over the decision made by Judge 
Barr, at Owensboro. He delivered an opin- 
ion holding that the separate coach law 
is unconstitutional. He claims the question 
raised was purely a constitutional one, 
and he decided that it is an interference 
with interstate wommerce, and on that ac- 
count wholly unconstitutional and void as 
to all passengers. The law only went into 
operation a few months ago. It was passed 
by the “long legislature’’ and not being in 
emergency act did nor go into effect until 
ninety days after the legislature had ad- 
journed. There was much _ $ ‘:ndignation 
against it on the part of colored people, 
and a number ‘of suits have been brought 
for damages because of its enforcements. 
In no case, so far as recalled, was there 
any attempt at violenve. This was iargely 
because Tennessee and a number of oiher 
southern states have separate voaci iaws, 
that have been in operation for Vears. 
There have been many suits filed ‘n these 
states, buf, 0 far, the courts have hefd the 
laws constitutional. Judge Barr's a«cision 
will likely lead to a fresh agitation of the 
matter everywhere, as colored p2)ple are 
very indignant at the “Jim Crow’ cars, as 
they term the separate coaehes.,

Captain Lowry has a special gift at mak- 
ing any sort of company feel very much 
at home and his welcome to the Georgia 
Bankers’ Association was both cordial and 
well put.

“Georgia should feel proud of the record 
of her banks, so few had to succumb to the 
terrible upheaval of last year. No depositor 

t one cent in a state or national bank 
out of a capitalization, surplus and undivid- 

profits of the Georgia commercial banks 
of some twenty-three million dollars, and 
deposits over double this sum. This is a 
bright record and one of which we are 
pemly proud. While many of our brothers 
fh Other parts of the country fared much 
worse, this fact shows conservative man- 
agement on our part. If our lawmakers 
Were of a business turn and not so much 
Political, and if the press, that greatest of 
all powers in this country, would insist on 
correct business principles in all questions, 
the cry of labor against capital and capital

and they would go as they should, hand in 
hand, helping one another.

Such sentiments of 
hospitality and friendship do honor to you 
all and would move a stone to speech. 

“At the last annual convention of the 
Georgia Bankers’ Association, held in Sa- 
vannah, we accepted the invitation to hold 
this meeting in Atlanta, unanimously and 
with much enthusiasm. We-knew you 
would give us a cordial welcome; we had 
known Atlantians in their own homes; we 
had debated with them in the fair Central 
City, and we had seen them besporting 
themselves on the glittering sands of Ty- 
bee, with scanty wardrobes and no 
hosiery. North, south, east and west, At- 
lantians are ever the same knightly guests 
and jiordly hosts. (Applause:) 

“Could I but combine the fluency of the 
French and the sweetness of the Italian 
with the blunt honesty of the English lan- 
guage I might more truly voice the varied 
feelings of pleasure which your words of 
welcome have given each and every one of 
us, for which I now tender your our 
heartiest thanks. 

“We have come, Mr. President, to this 
noble city as brother Georgians, not merely 
as bankers. (Renewed applause.) 


“Our cash we know is right, 
Our characters untainted, 
And oh we are not half so rich 
As oft we have been painted. 
(Laughter and applause.) 


“Most of our number remember your 
cross-roads of forty-seven years ago; most 
of us remember the wide waste of ruin 
and devastation that swept these lovely 
hiljs in 1864, and all of us join you in laud- 
able pride in this magnificent city which 
has sprung Phoenix-like from the very 
ashes of war, in thirty short years, a last- 
ing monument to your indomitable energy 
and_ invincible pluck. (Cheers.) 

“We see before us your lofty buildings, 
your mighty railroads, your flourishing 
Stores and trade, your many industries, 
your beautiful streets, and residences, and 
parks, and as we become imbued with the 
fire of your restless activity and rush 
from bank to bank in friendly intercourse 
our hearts bubble and boil over with ad- 
miration and brotherly love. When you 
are glad we would be joyous; when in sor- 
row we will mourn. 

“Mr. President, my comrades have as- 
sembled here today with the hope that by 
friendly intercourse and amicable debate 
we may learn from each other much that 
will redound to the benefit of our. con- 
stituents and further the noble work of our 
profession. In the present, as in the past, 
the intimate relations between the members 
of this profession and every other class 
of citizens are accentuated to a superla- 
tive degree. No calling in life occupies 
a position of greater prominence and ex- 
cites more lively interest, nor is there one 
fraught with weightier responsibilities. 
The art of banking has often been the de- 
pendence of governments; it is.the reliance 
of the individual, the necessity of the rich 
and the helper of the poor. It furnishes 
capital to the farmer, stimulates com- 
merce, fosters industry and promotes all 
those activities which make civilization 
possible.- In no field of human industry are 
greater opportunities to be found in which 
to do man’s best and noblest work. I know 
it is deemed by many a dull and prosaic 
occupation, but ask of its votaries how 
many pictures of pleasure and of ps«in, of 
joy and of sorrow, of happiness and of 
misery, pass before them in the daily 
panorama of human life and rest forever 
in their keeping. 

“In the prosecution of our work we come 
in contact with the highest and the low- 
est. The greatest enterprises of the capi- 
talist are dependent on the machinery of 
the banker and the humble savings of the 
day-laborer are made to fructify and in- 
crease by the same intelligent administra- 
tion. ' 

“The artist at his easel, the workman at 
his bench, the farmer in his field, the mer- 
chant in his office, the ‘horny-handed son 
of toil’ and the sailor that plows yon 
deep blue ocean are all brought in intimate 
relations by the influence of the banker. 
A wonderful community of interests! the 
one dependent on the other, each deriving 
his share of the necessities and comforts 
of life from his neighbors, changing and 
interchanging his labor and products for 
those of every race and clime so easily and 
so unconsciously that he hardly realizes 
that the banker with the complicated ma- 
chinery which he has contrived is the 
medium through which it all must pass. 

“Thus, Mr. President, do we prove that 
the interests of the whole people are 
identical with those of the banker and 
that, unwise, impractical and: discriminat- 
ing legislation on matters of finance will 
most surely retard the wheels of progress 
and prosperity and reflect on the intelli-

gence of our citizens. We trust the time 
is not far distant when our honorable sena- 
tors and legislators, realizing the truth of 
these facts, as proven by the history of all 
time, will call on our body to appoint ex- 

ert delegates from every congressional 

istrict to co-operate with their finance 
committees and formulate a general bank- 
ing and currency law, so thoroughly prac- 
tical in its nature that it will be of far 
more benefit to the people of every class 
of life than all the vagaries which the ad- 
vocates of ‘free silver’ and ‘subtreasury’ 
schemes ever dreamt of. A law, sir, which 
’'tis true cannot hope to make rach out of 
nothing, but, sir, a law’ which will rele- 
gate the vacuous vaporings of obsolete 
politicians and disappointed office seekers 
to a blessed and most ‘innocuous desue- 
tude:’ such a law as will redound to the 
credit of our whole commonwealth ard 
prove to the world that the grand old state 
of Georgia is safe, sound and conservative, 
full of resource, rich. in plenty and worthy 
of every confidence. 

‘‘And now in conclusion, gentlemen, let 
me call your attention to the happy, smil- 
ing faces of your guests around you, made 
so by your generous welcome and hearty 
handshake. 

“Rest assured that mankind is always 
happier for having been happy, and as 
you have made them happy now, you have 
made them happy for twenty years to 
come by the memory of this occasion.’ 
(Great applause.) 

Abolish the Three Days’ Grace. 

The most interesting incident of. the morn- 
ing session to an outsider was the adoption 
of a resolution expressing it to be the sense 
of the convention that the three days’ of 
grace allowed on time papef should be aban- 
doned in the state of Georgia. 

The resolution was introduced by Mr. 
Burdell, of Savannah, and read as follows: 

‘Resolved, By the Georgia Bankers’ As- 
sociation that it is the sense of this conven- 
tion that the three days of grace alowed 
on all time paper and acceptance should be 
abolished by Georgia banks.’’ 

There was quite a lively debate on this 
measure. The opposition to the resolution 
was lead off by Colonel John Davis, the 
well-known banker of Albany. He said thar 
the yguestion had been taken up by the Na- 
tional Rankers’ Association and that it had 
been decided by that body as best for the 
system to remain as it is with respect to 
giving three days’ grace on paper. He said 
it would be wrong for the banks of Georgia 
to undertake such a movement -~when the 
banks of nearly ail the other states in the 
union have no sucn rule and grant the 
three days’ grace. 


Banker Cabaniss, of Savannah; Banker 


Haas, of Atlanta, and several other leading” 


members made speeches opposing the reso- 
lution. 

‘What's the use to raise such an issue,” 
said Banker Davis, of Albany, “‘when neth- 
ing can ever come of it. Nobody here be- 
lieves the Georgia legislature would ever 
pass any such law, Why, the average Geor- 
gia lawmaker would say to us if we asked 
them for such a law: ‘Go away, you shy- 
lock; you have no right to take from the 
dear people their right of three days of 
grace.” 

In answer to this Mr, Burdell, the author 
of the resolution, said that it was clear to 


and business of the town. It caused no lit- 


ail men at off thudiler with banking that 
the three days’ grace made no difference 
with the creditor one way or the other. The 
banks would just as quickly grant a loan 
for thirty-three days as for thirty days, 
making good the three days difference. 

He went further to say that the banks of 
New York had gone before the legislature 
of that state with the same issue and were 
now operating without the three days of 
grace. He told the anecdote relating the 
history of the custom of granting three 
days’ grace. A bank had paper against the 
earl of Chatham long ago and when the day 
came for. it to be paid there were no funds. 
The banker, rather than subject the earl to 


him and get the settlement. It took the 
courier three days to go there and back, 
but the banker took the money at the expi- 
ration of the three days in payment of the 
debt. It leaked out and every customer of 
the bank claimed he was entitled to the 
same consideration, and thus the system of 
granting three days of grace became a fixed 
thing in the banking business. It meant 
nothing, It was of no benefit to anybody. 

When the resolution was put to a vote it 
was carried, the vote being 33 for and 16 
against, 

to Encourage Georgia Gold Mines. 

Captain Robert Lowry introduced the fol- 
lowing resolution, which was referred to 
the committee on resolutions: 

“Be it resolved by the Georgia Bankers’ 
Association, now being held in Atlanta, 
that we ask congress and the senate of the 
United States to establish a mint for the 
coinage of gold in Georgia at Atlanta at 
an early date. We are satisfied it will 
greatly encourage mining by modern meth- 
ods, and we believe that the hills and val- 
leys of north Georgia abound in this pre- 
cious metal and in paying quantities to 
mint. The establishment of a mint will 
greatly encourage this industry that will 
add so much to the wealth of our whole 
country. 

“Be it further resolved, That the secre- 
tary of this assoMation be requested to send

Mr. Haas’s Resolution. 

Mr. Jacob Haas, of this city, introduced 
the following resolution and asked that it 
be referred to the committee on resolutions, 
which will make report today: ° 

*Whereas, Every bank in the very nature 
of its business belongs to both the debtor 
and the creditor class, since it is constantly 
in debt to its depositors whilst lending to 
its customers, thus standing impartial, and 
the constant habitual dealings in debts, 
credits, exchanges and currency gives a cer- 
tain special and expert knowledge, and this 
convention deems it appropriate to the 
times, as well as both a duty and a privi- 
lege, to lay the views of its members before 
its fellow citizens on those great subjects, 
and also on the men and measures promi- 
nent in the public mind in connection with 
the same, and with the integrity of the 
public credit; therefore, be it 

‘Resolved, By the Georgia bankers in 
convention assembled, that recognizing the 
wisdom and patriotism of President Cleve- 
land, we endorse his course on the repeal 
of the purchasing clause of the Sherman 
act, as well as his veto of the Bland seign- 
1iorage bill, as the only logical solution of 
the silver problem, and we belicve that his 
firm attitude upon this questicn was abso- 
lutely necessary to protect the soundness 
of our currency and to recall into circula- 
tion millions of money which had been hid- 
den away “turing last year’s stringency. 

‘Resolved, That with ail patri.,tic Amer- 
icans we believe that the financial policy 
of the administration is not due to any hos- 
tilitv towards silver as a money metal, or 
to the desire to establish and maintain a 
single gold standard, but it has been di- 
rected solely by the conviction that the 
further coinage of silver by our government 
can only be safely undertaken after an in- 
ternational agreement is obtained with the 
great commercial countries of the world. 

“Resolved, That we deem it sound finan- 
cial policy for the congress of the \ nited 
States to enact into law the wise sugges- 
tion made by President Cleveland, Viz: To 
permit the secretary of the treasury to issue 
low interest-bearing bonds for the purpose 
of maintaining the gold reserve when = 
condition of the treasury demancs suc 
issue of bonds.

A delightful little spread was given them 
under the dense verdure of the green trees 
that shade the picturesque clubhouse and 
there was much fun and merriment for the 
bankers during their brief sojourn here. 

Mr. W. A. Hemphill was toastmaster and 
called upon many of the members to speak 
after partaking of the refreshments set out 
before them.

THE SALE IS POSTPONED. 


A Conditional Order from Judge New- 

man Defers the sale of the Road. 

The sale of the Chattanooga Southern 
railroad will not take place this month. 
Judge Newman signed an order to that ef- 
fect yesterday, postponipg the sale from 
June 20th until October 20th. The post- 
ponement was made at the request of the 
committee on reorganization. According 
to the order the request was granted be- 
cause of the depressed financial condition 
and because all the bondholders, includ- 
ing all who had deposited their bonds with 
the reorganization committee, as well as 
the minority bondholders, desired the sale 
postponed. 

Attached to the order of postponement, 
however, there is a stiff condition. Con- 
tinuing, it states that it appearing that 
there are about $18,000 due by the road for 
State, county and municipal taxes in the 
States of Georgia and Alabama, and that 
they are very embarrassing to the re- 
ceiver, and extend back so that some of 
them are due for 1891; that it is ordered 
that the sale take place on October 20th, 
provided that the Central Trust Company, 
of New York, or the bondholders’ commit- 
tee or some other party at interest shall 
pay the receiver, J. W. Burke, before the 
day of sale a sum sufficient to discharge 
all taxes, and that for such sum advanced 
the receiver is authorized and directed to 
issue to the person advancing the money 
receiver’s certificates drawing interest at 
7 per cent, payable semi-annually. The 
order states, however, that in the event the 
taxes are not payed by the 2th of this 
month that the road must go on the block 
as previously ordered. 

The sale will take place at Gadsden, Ala. 
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A DARING ESCAPE. 


One of the Central Road Express 
Robbers Gets Away.

Just after passing Gordon, sy- 
monds askes Basch to unfasten the hand- 
cuffs while he went into the toilet. sne 
detective complied and Symonds walked to 
the ite a sudden leap he wert through the 
door, landing on the platform, and the next 
moment haa swung himself from the train 
which was going atthe rate of forty miles 
an hour. As quick as possible the train 
was stopped and when the conductor learn- 
ed what had occurred, he backed his train 
to the spot where Symonds had disem- 
barked.

CHICAGO, June 6.—Wheat made such an 
advance today that even the bulls lost their 
breath. Yesterday there was a strong feel- 
ing in the market, an. the crowd went 
home bullishly inclined, made more so by 
the predictions of the weather bureau that 
there would be frosts before morning in 
several states. These indications were not 
fully realized and some of the bold front 
was lost. To the surprise of both sides 
prices opened light on calls, and from that 
time until the bell tapped at 1:i0 p. m., the 
talent were treated to a genuine bull mar- 
ket. The Kansas state report was the sen- 
sation of the day. It reported a decline of 
from 35 to 45 per cent in the condition of 
the crop.in that state.

A YOUNG MAN'S FALL 
How H. G. Westall Fell from Respecta- 
bility Into Police Circles, 


TO BE CARRIED HOME A PRISONER 


His Family Is of High Standing in Ashee- 
Ville, and Werned Him to Keep Out 
of the Reach of Officers. 


The reformation of H. G. Westall, of 
Asheville, N. C., which he intended to ac- 
complish in Atlanta, has ended most in- 
auspiciously. 

For the second time within the past week 
that strange young man occupied a cell 
in the police station last ‘night, on the 
charge of forgery. Viewed in any light, 
his intended reform has ended in moral 
disaster. 

His fall has been as remarkable as it 
was complete. He fell from a respectable 
place in the first circles of Asheville society 
to an unenviable place in criminal circles, 
After all his experiences in Atlanta he 
found himself without a cent of money 
night before last, and, having no place to 
sleep, he went to police heauaquarters and 
asked for iodging.tor the night, Last night 
he occupied the same cell in which he siept 
the night before as a charity guest, under 
a criminal charge. 

It was Westall’s second appearance at 
police headquarters. He came to Atlanta 
1our weeks ayo .o reform, as he says. He 
began well, attending church and Sunday 
scnool regularly. hie met a young lady 
at Sunday school and became very de- 
voted to her. He says that the exposure 
to the young ladies is the most regretable 
feature of the affair. 

His first arrest was caused by a young 
man who roomed just across the hall from 
him. He claimed that Westall had stolen 
his pocket book, conzpaining about $25. In 
Westalil’s pocket was found a letter from 
his brother, warning him to stay away 
from Asheville; that the Asheville authori- 
ties were after him on a charge of for- 


ery. 

The chief of police at Asheville was tele- 
graphed that Westall was in custody and 
asked if the young man was still wanted 
there. A reply was received saying that 
the parties who suffered by Westall’s crook- 
edness had decided not to send after him, 
but wanted it understood that if he return- 
ed to Asheville he would be prosecuted. 

The day after this telegram was receiv- 
ed Westall was released, as sufficient evi- 
dence to convict him of the Atlinta charge 
could not be procured. He was let go, 
and two days later a telegram was received 
at police headquarters from the Asheville 
officer, asking that Westall be held and an 
officer would be sent after him. The of- 
ficers were notified to arrest Westall, but 
he could not be found. 

Night before last he called at police 
headquarters and asked for a night’s lodg- 
ing. He was seedy, and no one around the 
station recognized him. 

Yesterday morning he was turned out 
of his cell and had started out, when Mr. 
Patterson, Chief Connolly’s clerk, identi- 
fied him and notified Station Housekeeper 
Bonnell. A. look into the telegram book 
corroborated. Mr. Patterson’s statement, 
and Westall was sent back to his cell. 

Chief Connolly wired the Asheville au- 
thorities of the capture of Westall, and a 
reply was received saying that an officer 
would leave for Atlanta at once, armed 
with a requisition.

ALL THE ROADS TO BE 


Mr. Homer Reed Teils a Pathetic Story. 
Ordinary Calhoun’s Petition—A 
Review of the Meeting. 


At a meeting of the board of county com- 
missioners vesterday morning important ac- 
tion was taken in regard to_ tne Cotton 
States and International exposition. 

The action of the board provides for the 
improvement of all the roads approaching 
the exposition grounds and which wilil have 
to be traveled in order to reach the exposi- 
tion. 

This important resolution, which will be 
of interest to all the friends of this great 
industrial and commercial enterprise, was 
introduced by Mr. C. A. Collier, the pres- 
ident of the board and one of the chief di- 
rectors of the exposition company. 

Mr. Collier urged the importance of open- 
ing Jackson street without delay. ‘This 
public thoroughfare, which is one of the 
most attractive in the city, is completed 
only to Ponce de Leon avenuc. Beyond that 
limit it runs-into a deep hollow and is. thick- 
ly shaded by forest trees. The street, how- 
ever, is on a direct line with the exposi- 
tion and in order to solve the problem of

transportation, and to clear the approaches 
leading to the grounds, it is iraporiant for 
Jackson street to be openec. 

This view of the situation was adopted, 
and the resolution of Mr. Collier was pass- 
ed without a dissenting vote. Mr. Donali- 
son was directed to begin the work as soon 
as possible on Jackson street. 

In view of the fact that no.financial as- 
sistance can be rendered by the board of 
county commissioners to the exposition, 
this method of helping out the enterprise, 
in which the whole south is interested, 
was cheerfully adopted. 

Mr. Hunnicutt Out of the City.

who was out of the city, there were 
present only four members of the board. 
These were Commissioners Collier, Collins, 
Neims and Hunnicutt. 

The meeting was called to 
missioner Collier, the chairman of tne 
bourd, with Mr. John Tyler Cooper as scc- 
retary.

Mr. Reed’s Little Story. 

Mr. Homer Reed was the next petitioner 
recognized by the board. 

After urging a petition for the extension 
of Capitol avenue he proceeded to interest 
the board with a narrative, the mcidents 
of which he had gathered on nis way to 
town. 

‘ij was coming along the road this mora- 
ing,’ said Mr. Reed, “‘when I stopped in 
front of a little house. A woman was 
seated in the doorway, and the tears were 
in her eyes. 1 inquired the cause of her 
trouble, and she told me she had lost her 
chickens during the night and was in very 
great stress. This is not the only case 
of chicken stealing which I have in mind,’ 
said Mr. Reed. “I have lost enough 
chickens myself to pay for a good hors-. 
We need better protection in the county, 
and I feel it my duty to bring the matter 
before the board.’ 

‘Phat will come up in its proper order,’ 
said Mr. Collins. “‘We are to have 
a system that will do away with this cnick- 
en stealing.” 

Mr. M. A. Hale, in behalf of the 
Traction Company, next appeared betore 
the board. He was followed by Dr. E. Il. 
Connally, who petitioned for the improve- 
ment of Magnolia street in accordance with 
an understanding with the city. 

An order was taken authorizing Mr. A. 
P. Stewart, the tax collector, to grant quit 
claims in all cases where property was sola 
tor taxes and .afterwards reclaimed. 

Mr. Alex W. Bealer, in behalf of the res- 
idents in that part of the county, urged tne 
opening of Highland avenue road. A peti- 
tion, signed by fifty or sixty property own- 
érs, was filed with the clerk. On motion 
the petition was-grented. 

The reports of the county treasurer, the 
county physician, the superintendent ot 
the almshouse and the superintendent of 
public works were next read. 

For the Chautauqua Assembly. 

Mr. T. J. Kelly, in behalf of the Atlanta 
chautauqua assembly, asked for the im- 
provement of Ponce de Leon avenue in the 
neighborhood of the springs, as the chau- 
tlauqua exercises wouid be held at tnat 
place during the present moath.
